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PREFACE. 


The three famihes dealt with in tlie present volume, the 
Arctiida, Agai tsUdoi, and Kocimdee, arc very closely allied 
and m some cases difficult to disciiminate The Arciiid<E may 
be distmguishcd from the Nocimdm by vein 8 of the hind wing 
anastomosing vuth vein 7 to the middle of the cell, though a 
few of the lower foims of the Nocfutdm have a similar stmctuie, 
especially in the Sorrof/irJ/nnffi, winch arc closely allied to the 
Noh7}(0, the lowest subfamily of the Ai clndm, and almost 
grade into them 

The Noctinda: are a large family of Moths dominant at the 
present da}', and consist of seveial subfamilies and a very large 
number of geueia and species with such slight diversities of 
structure and pattern as to make a satisfactory classification 
of them far more difficult than of any other family The 
lowest forms are those of which the larvm have four pairs of 
abdominal piolegs, and the perfect insects have vein 5 of the 
hind wmg fully developed and from the centre of the disco- 
cellulars — ^this ancestral form being only found in some 
DelioiditKE and San oihi ipina 

From this type has developed, firstly the subfamilies with 
vein 5 of the hind wing fully formed (1) Beltoidinan, (2) Fo- 
cilhn<E, (3) Quadiifinos, (4) Gonopteri7i<B, (5) Stictoptennce, 
(6) Euielitncs, (7) SarrothiipintB, (8) Pahndtines, secondly, 
the subfamilies which have vein 5 of the hind wing obso- 
lescent (1) Acontiinae, (2) TnfincB 

The other family, the Agarishda:, is a modification of the 
Noctuida, with the antennse more oi less dilated towards the 
extremity, and r ansists of a few genera with gaily colonwd 
species of diurna or crepusculai habits 
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In this volume^ as in the first. Cotes and Swinhoe’s Cata- 
logue has been of the greatest service, and has saved all the 
time and trouble that would, without its help, have been 
expended on a prehminaxy search for references Eveiy 
reference quoted in the present work has been venfied 
by the Editor from the ongmal publication, a severe test to 
apply to a book contaming so large a synonymy as Cotes 
and Swinhoe’s 

No attempt has been made in this or in the preceding 
volume to decide finally whether many of the forms 
described are entitled to rank as species, varieties, geo- 
graphical or seasonal forms Much more study of 
structure, and especially of the claspers of the male 
insect, will be needed before similar questions can be 
satisfactorily determined The mam object of the present 
work IS to enable students to identify and classify the 
various forms, and thus to estabhsh a workable basis for 
further enquiry as to their relations to each other With 
this end m new, the plan adopted has been to umte under 
one specific heading those forms hanng close affimties m 
pattern and colour, merely notmg their differences, whilst 
forms having a more remote relationship receive comparativO, 
and those still more distantly related non-comparative, 
descriptions In the same way groups of forms nearly 
allied m structure constitute sections of genera, others more 
remotely related form genera, subfamilies, &c. 

Two subfamilies of NoctuidcSj the Focilhnee andiDeUotdttue, 
are not mcluded m this volume, but will be placed at the 
commencement of the next, which will also contain the 
famihes Eptcopiidcs, Uramtdee, Eptplemtda, and Geometnda, 
A considerable portion of the next or third volume is ready 
for pnntmg, and the whole will, it is hoped, be concluded 
in the course of the year
